“It appears questionable,” Di- 
Salle said, “whether under these 
conditions a substantial deteriora- 
tion in the value of the dollar 
could be prevented.” 

There already is a “widespread 
feeling” by the consuming public 
“that the Government has stabil- 
ized the price level too high and 
does not really mean business,” 
the stabilizer said.

OPS said the new delay was 
ordered because new lower price 
levels at retail are to take effect 
Aug. 1 and on the same date a 
4% per cent rollback in live cat- 
tle prices is to become effective.

rubber to industry 14 cents—from 
66 cents to 52 cents a pound— 
effective July 1. 


„J trust that now industry will 
see that the consumer shares in 
this saving,” said General Serv- 
ices Administrator Jess Larson, 
whose agency became sole United 
States importer of rubber in 
December. 

Price Stabilizer Michael V. Di- 
Salle has given assurance, Larson 
said, that his office will make 
every effort to see that the price 
of tires and other rubber goods 
reflects the saving. 

The new 52-cent price will 
bring an initial savings of nearly 
$40,000,000 to industry in the next 
three months, Larson estimated. 

The announcement climaxed 
the Government’s effort to 
squeeze down the price of natural 
rubber which, by last December, 
stood at nearly 80 cents a pound. 
GSA was directed to become sole 
buyer and to resell to industry, 
in a move to stabilize the market.

EDEN IS OPPOSED 
TO QUITTING IRAN 


LONDON, June 21 (UP)—Dep- 


uty opposition leader Anthony 
Eden declared today that Britain 
must not evacuate the Iran oil 
fields and must keep forces “at 
hand” to protect its citizens there. 

In opening the House of Com- 
mons debate on the Middle East 
crisis precipitated by Iran’s seiz- 
ure of the Anglo-Iranian Oil Co. 
installations, the No. 2 Conserva- 
tive leader said that pulling out 
of Iran would be “abject surren- 
der to the threat of force” and 
warned it would only play into 
Communist hands. 

Foreign Secretary Herbert Mor- 
rison met with the Cabinet ear- 
lier. Official sources said the Gov- 
ernment would “bend over back- 
wards” to avoid sending in troops. 

Eden said that if the A.I.0.C. 
oil refinery closed down and Iran 
no longer received revenue from 


the fields, “then I see no possible 
future save economic collapse of 
Iran and almost certainly of the 
Iranian state.

Removal of Stilwell.

Hurley then said the State De- 
partment, in its “white paper,” 
had quoted Roosevelt as having 
told Chiang in August 1943: 

“I have this proposal to make; 
that Gen. Patrick Hurley be des- 
ignated by me as my representa- 
tive to you. He should be of great 
service in adjusting the relations 
between you and Gen. Stilwell.” 
Hurley said that was not the 
full text of the President’s mes- 
sage and he believed the rest was 
left out “because it would be too 
difficult for them (the State De- 
partment) to overcome in their 
deliberate attempt to disparage 
me.” 


Additional Statements. 

Hurley read what he said was 
the complete message. It includ- 
ed’ such additional statements as 
these: 

“Gen. Hurley has had broad 
diplomatic and political and busi- 
ness experience. He is well known 
and a respected figure in public 
life in this country. He served 
actively in the first World War 
and knows our army... . He met 
you in Chungking many years ago 
and appears: highly qualified for 
this important post.”

IN SHOOTING OF TRESPASSER 


SAN LUIS OBISPO, Calif., 
June 21 (AP)—Wealthy Mrs. Mar- 
garet G. Ryan must answer a 
manslaughter indictment for the 
fatal shooting of a 22-year-old 
trespasser. Mrs. Ryan, widow of 
New York Stock Broker Basil A. 
(Pat) Ryan, burst into tears when 
a 17-man county grand jury de- 
livered the indictment yesterday. 

She had testified the June 9 
killing of Leonard D. Ray, a Navy 
veteran and Sunday school teach- 
er, was in self defense.

One set of Russian textbooks al- 
ready has been withdrawn because 
of its “weaknesses and shortcom- 
ings.” A second series is being 
used presently only because the 
third isn’t yet available. -It too is 
“unsatisfactory” and will be re- 
placed next autumn.

Double Peanut Cookies are made with pancake mix and contain an ingredient that all children like.

Crisp cookies are summer fa- 
vorites. They go well with those 
tall cool drinks that are so nice 
to sip on a hot summer afternoon. 
And as quick energy for romping 
children, cookies seem to fit per- 
fectly into the vacation program 
since there are s0 many ocCa- 
sions that call for between meal 
and bedtime snacks. 


Summer cookies should be sim- 
ple and easy to make. Since ap- 
petites tend to go low during hot 
weather, cookies should have good 
food value. Here are some cookie 
recipes which can be put to- 
gether in a short time and will 
guarantee a cookie jar that will 
need plenty of replenishing. 

Double Peanut Cookies. 

One cup ready-mix pancake 
flour, three-fourths cup brown 
sugar, one-half cup shortening, 
soft; one half cup peanut butter, 
one egg, unbeaten; one teaspoon 
vanilla, one and one-half cups 
quick rolled oats, uncooked; 
chopped peanuts (optional). 

Place ready-mix, brown sugar, 
shortening, peanut butter, egg and 
vanilla in a medium-sized bowl. 
Beat until smooth, about 2 min- 
utes. Fold in rolled oats. Shape 
dough into small balls and place 
on an ungreased baking sheet. 
Flatten with the bottom of a 
glass covered with waxed paper. 
Sprinkle with chopped peanuts if 
desired. Bake in a moderate oven 
(375 degrees) 10 to 12 minutes. 
Makes two and one-half dozen 
cookies. 

Chocolate Chip Macaroons. 
Two-thirds cup (44 can) sweet- 
ened condensed milk. 

Two cups shtedded coconut. 
One teaspoon vanilla extract. 
One package (6 oz.) semi-sweet 
chocolate pieces or bits. 

Mix sweetened, condensed milk, 
coconut, vanilla and chocolate 
pieces. Drop by teaspoonfuls on 
well-greased baking sheet, about 
one inch 
slightly with spoon. 
moderate oven (350 degrees) until 
a delicate brown, about 10 to 12 
minutes. Remove from pan at 
once. Makes about 34 cookies. 

Magic “6-Way” Cookies. 

One and one-third cups (15 oz. 
can) sweetened condensed milk. 

One-half cup smooth peanut 


tter. 
Any one of the six ingredients 


listed below: 

Two cups raisins. 

Two cups corn flakes. 

Three cups shredded coconut. 

Two cups bran flakes. 

One cup chopped nut meats. 

Two cups chopped dates. 

Mix sweetened condensed milk, 
peanut butter, and any one of 
the six ingredients listed above. 
Drop by teaspoonfuls onto well- 
greased baking sheet. Bake in 
moderate oven (375 degrees) for 
12 minutes or until brown. Re- 
move from pan at once. 

Cherry Winks. 

Two and one-quarter cups sift- 
ed enriched all-purpose flour. 

One teaspoon double - acting 
baking powder. 

One-half teaspoon soda. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Three-quarter cup shortening. 

One cup sugar. 

Two eggs. 

Two tablespoons milk. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

One cup chopped pecans. 

One cup chopped dates. 

One-third cup chopped mara- 
schino cherries. 

Two and one-half cups corn 
flakes. 

Sift together dry ingredients on 
wax paper. Combine shortening 
and sugar; cream well. Blend in 
eggs. Add milk and vanilla. 
Blend in dry ingredients; mix 
well. Add pecans, dates and 
cherries and mix well. Shape into 
balls using a level tablespoon of 
dough for each cookie. Roll each 
ball in crushed corn flakes. Place 
on greased baking sheet. Top 
each cookie with one-quarter ma- 
raschino cherry. Bake in moderate 
oven (375 degrees) 10 to 12 - 
utes. Do not stack or store until

Federal Security Agency, Douglas 
offered this amendment: That no 
funds in the bill could be used 
for annual leave of more than 20 
days or sick leave of more than 
12 days. Employes may now take 
15 days’ sick leave. 

Senate rules prohibit changing 
basic laws in appropriation bills. 
Ruled Out of Order. 

Senator Johnston (Dem.), South 
Carolina, chairman of the Civil 
Service Committee, raised a point 
of order against the Douglas 
amendment on that ground. Even 
if the funds were denied for less 
annual and sick leave, he con- 
tended, employes legally could 
collect for the additional leave by 
suit in the court of claims as 
long as the law allowed that much 
leave. a 
When the House passed the in- 
dependent offices appropriation 
bill it included a law change say- 
ing that no employe could ac- 
cumulate his permissable leave 
for more than one year; that is, 
let it ride one year and take 52 
days off the next. 

No point of order was raised 
against this law change and it 
was passed. The House bill said 
nothing about sick leave. 

In offering his amendment to 
this appropriation act in the Sen- 


ate Douglas omitted sick leave.

New Tension in Iran 

A sort of unreal fog is hanging over the 
events in Iran, with almost nobody involved giv- 
ing much indication that he is aware of the su- 
preme seriousness of the affair. 

The British, perhaps bemused by memories 
of past imperial glories and the spectacle of the 
absurd dramatics of Iranian Premier Mossadegh, 
apparently only just now are realizing that Iran 
is deadly serious about nationalization, is deter- 
mined to proceed with it at virtually any cost, 
and can do it if Iran is willing to pay the price. 

The Iranian cabinet, acting for all the world 
like colts turned loose in a lush pasture, pro- 
fesses to view with philosophic equanimity the 
probability that next to no oil will be coming 
out of Persian ground, and next to no money 
going into Persian government coffers, without 
the help of the Anglo-Iranian Oil Co. technicians 
and distribution system. 

The United States has only just gotten around 
to suggesting that a loan, which could smooth 
a lot of troubled oil, might be offered. Even that 
was done by indirection. Ambassador Grady 
merely asked Premier Mossadegh if Iran would 
be willing to accept a World Bank loan; there 
was no announcement that some money could 
be made available. 

And in the relatively brief session between 
Persian and company negotiators, whose failure 
led to the start of Iranian seizure of the com- 
pany’s facilities, there apparently was not even 
much emphasis on Britain’s conditional accept- 
ance of nationalization, according to George 
Weller of the Chicago Daily News. 


Certainly the impression left this far away 
from Persia by news stories and such state- 
ments as Secretary Acheson's expression of sur- 
prise at Iran’s failure to accept the British offer, 
is that this crisis has not been regarded as seri- 
ously as it should have been. 


The facts are that the British negotiators have 
been recalled, and Iran is taking over the oil 
fields. An outbreak of chauvinist violence 
against Britons there is possible. British troops 
have been alerted to move in if the Iranian gov- 
ernment fails in its responsibility to preserve law 
and order. And if British troops go to Persia, 
Russian soldiers may start marching, too. 


Without knowing what may have gone on be- 
hind the scenes in Tehran, and what projects 
may still be afoot, it is far more difficult to sug- 
gest a satisfactory solution than it is to brand 
every body concerned as bull-headed and indulge 
in recriminations over past errors. 

The offer of a sizable American loan still may 
not be too late. It might be enough of a catalyst 
to make possible a settlement satisfactory to 
both Persians and Britons. For all concerned, the 
most important element in this dispute is still to 
keep the oil coming out of the ground and flow- 
ing West, without giving Russia an excuse to 
intervene. 
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The Road Busters Dollars 


A good investigating committee has to know 
where it is going, and there seems to be nq 
better place for the Missouri House Lobby In- 
vestigating Committee to go than to the.records 
of truck firms. 

Chairman Delton Houtchens of Clinton says 
his group will begin by looking at the large 
expense accounts of truck line executives. These 
men helped lead the vicious road-busters’ lobby 
to victory against bills to increase low truck 
fees and provide much-needed highway revenue. 


The committee already has discovered that 
Izra Knaus of the Knaus Truck Lines in Kan- 
sas City listed $17,478 as last year’s expenses. 
Another expense figure was $8265 for George 
R. Goode, head of the Be-Mac lines in St. Louis. 
Goode’s firm actually hired a St. Louis legisla- 
tor, Joseph Beckerle, as an employe and Beck- 
erle was on the lobby’s side all the way. 


The question is whether some of these ex- 
pense accounts were sources of the lobby’s 
funds. Legislators heard that the organized road 
busters had collected a large slush fund, and 
the money must have come from somewhere, 
and gone somewhere.

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The Scientific Armaments Race 

It was a confident report on the state of the 
scientific armaments race that Chancellor 
Compton gave the ‘Kiwanis International con- 
vention here. Nascent tactical atomic weapons 
promise to make masses of foot soldiers obso- 
lete in warfare, and thus nullify the Krem- 
in's great manpower advantage, he said. 
Americas’ pre-atomic old-style firepower in Ko- 
rea is helping to prove the point. 

Furthermore, in his opinion, Russia’s enforced 
secrecy, and its twisting of scientific research 
to suit pre-conceived ideological theories, make 
it unlikely that the Soviets can turn the bal- 
ance of military strength against us. 

Yet if the basic assumption is correct, if it 
is true that any future war will lean principally 
on science and technology, then from a military 
standpoint alone America is running some grave 
risks with its future national security. It is 
doing so by its tendency to over-emphasize se- 
crecy, at the expense of scientific progress. 

The nation’s fumbling efforts to achieve se- 

curity in scientific research since the end of 
World War II have demonstrated that it is 
virtually impossible to keep everything a secret 
‘from a potential enemy. We now know that the 
Russians, thanks in large part to the war-time 
espionage of Dr. Klaus Fuchs, could inflict ter- 
rible damage on this country , if their weapons

Overt Acts of Speech 

The new roundup of 21 Communist 
leaders follows logically from the 
Court’s decision upholding the Smith 


Act. They are not charged with sabotage, es- 
pionage, or direct attempt at rebellion. The 


overt acts they are accused of are overt acts of 


speech. and writing—such acts as issuing reports, 
holding meetings, sending out directives and 
teaching party doctrine. 

That party doctrine is thoroughly repugnant 
to most Americans, as it is to this newspaper. 
“Therefore many Americans will take satisfaction 
in the new prosecution of the Communists. They 
need to ask themselves, however, two questions: 

First, when you punish the speech of a group 
you detest, what is the effect on the freedom of 
other groups and individuals? Our Bill of Rights 
rests on the doctrine that punishing the expres- 


sion of any ideas inhibits the expression of ideas 


generally, The prosecutions which now flow 
from the Supreme Court’s decision on the 
Smith Act impair this doctrine not because of 
what these prosecutions may do to a few Com- 
munists, but because of what they may do in 
poisoning the atmosphere of freedom. 

Secondly, how effective is suppression of 
speech likely to be in suppressing actually 
dangerous overt acts? J. Edgar Hoover once 
warned against driving the Communists under- 
ground, yet this is now being done. Is it easier 
to guard against a hidden danger than against 
one which remains in public view? 


Thirty-two years ago Attorney General A. 
Mitchell Palmer locked up hundreds of persons 
suspected of Communism, without much refer- 
ence to law. Today’s arrests have a stronger 
legal basis, but the wisdom of curtailing free 
spéech remains in doubt. With Justice Black, 
we believe that in calmer times the Bill of 
Rights will be restored to its high position. 
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Preserving Police Integrity 

The Police Department has earned commen- 
dation for its prompt suspension of two patrol- 
men accused of accepting a $15 bribe to fix a 
parking ticket. 

The account given by the man who said he 
paid off indicated it was a dirty little business, 
with the size of the sum involved certainly 
making it no cleaner. The policemen reportedly 
accompanied the man to his home, and ob- 
tained the nioney from his wife. One of them 
was said to have returned it later. 

This sort of petty official hi-jacking can be- 
come all too prevalent if a police board and high 
police officials fail to act promptly and firmly 
when such an affair turns up. By moving swift- 
ly, the police department assured the people 
they can have continued confidence in the integ- 
rity of their policemen. 
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Time to Settle With McDonnell 


It is good news for St. Louis that both the 
city and the McDonnell Aircraft Corp. report 
encouraging progress in the negotiations over 
the city-owned plant which the company oc- 
cupies. 

The first talks on McDonnell’s offer to buy 
or lease the plant began last July, nearly a year 
ago. The company’s present lease expires in 
1954. It needs some arrangement for longer 
term occupancy before it can embark on an 
expansion program that will contribute to the 
nafional defense. The urgency of the defense 
effort lends urgency to the negotiations. Leisure- 
ly bargaining which might be appropriate in 
normal times is hardly appropriate now. Both 
sides should acknowledge the necessity to wind 
up the negotiations promptly with a settlement 
which protects the interests of each. 

The city’s interest is to obtain reasonable 
compensation for the use of the plant and to 
safeguard the future development of Lambert 
St. Louis Field. On the latter point a recent 
survey by Horner & Shifrin, an engineering 
firm on which the city itself has relied for air- 
port advice, is pertinent. The survey finds that 
the McDonnell expansion plans will not inter- 
fere with present or planned operations at the 
airport. ' 

The company’s interest is to obtain long- 
term occupancy of the present plant, and land 
for its new buildings, on terms which will per- 
mit it prudently to undertake the new invest- 
ment. The projected expansion would not only 
permit greater plane production during the 
present emergency, but would develop an in- 
tegrated and rounded industrial plant better 
able to stand on its own feet when the emer- 
gency has ended. St. Louis, as well as the com- 
pany, has a stake in this development. If an 
integrated plant cannot be developed here, it 
is reasonable to assume that McDonnell might 
undertake to develop it elsewhere. This might 
mean the ultimate loss to St. Louis of an im- 
portant enterprise which now employs more 
than 8000 persons. 

In these circumstances, the city’s interest, the 
company’s interest and that of the national de- 
fense coincide. That is reason enough for full- 
steam ahead to a fair settlement. 
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Kem and the Taxpfyer’s Burden

Compare Their Records 


Senator McCarthy's violent attack on military service of Gen. 


Marshall invites comparison of their records, editorial says; the 
General has spent 50 years serving the nation; the Senator used 


Marine Corps for political advancement, quit before war was over.

The attack of Senator McCarthy of Wis- 
consin on the military record and service 
of Gen. George C, Marshall to this country 
justifies, it seems to us, a comparison of 
the records of the 
attacker and the ate 
tacked in these re- 
spects. 

Gen. Marshall has 
spent 50 years in the 
military services, ad- 
vancing through the 
grades to his pres- 
ent top rank. He 
served in World War 
I in France. Before 
and during World 
War II, he served as 
chief of staff and as 
* ＋ nee, 
lied chiefs of staff. 
He guided the build- Gen. Marshall 
ing of the greatest military force in Amer- 
ican history, and was top military man in 
planning its use in our greatest war. 

After retiring when victory was coni- 
plete, Gen. Marshall, despite his personal 
desire to stay retired, was called back to 
service as Secretary of State and then as 
Secretary of Defense. In these positions, 
he has exerted his every effort to strength- 
en the United States, diplomatically and 
militarily, against the menace of aggres- 
sive Communism. 

And what is the record of Wisconsin’s 
junior Senator, who questions the military 
judgment and record, and even the loyalty, 
of Gen. Marshall? : 

McCarthy entered the Marine Corps 


amid an avalanche of publicity in 1942 
after carefully ascertaining, with help of 
friends, which branch of the armed serv- 
ices would provide the most “glamour” for 
— political future he was carefully plan- 
ning. 

He pretended then, and continued to 
pretend in his subsequent political cam- 
paigns, that he enfered service as a pri- 
vate and rose to the rank of captain. The 
fact is that he was an officer from the 
start, and when he left Wisconsin for 
training on Aug, 12, 1942, he wore a lieu- 
tenant’s uniform. 

He made a trial run for the Senate in 
1944. Because men in military service 
were not supposed to run for public of- 
fice, the claim was made that McCarthy’s 
friends were fostering his campaign. Ac- 
tually, he planned the campaign and ar- 
ranged for the money to finance it. And 
he succeeded in getting a leave of absence 
which brought him back to Wisconsin, and 
appearances all over the state, during the 
campaign. 

He ended his active military service in 
January, 1945, and came back to Wiscon- 
sin—although he had enlisted “for the 
duration”—months before the war was 
over in either Europe or Asia, The Japan- 
ese had showed no signs of surrendering 
by that time. McCarthy left the Marines in 
the Pacific before the recapture of the 
Philippines was assured and before the 
bloody battles of the Marine Corps on Iwo 
Jima and Okinawa, 

That is the record of the man who at-

tion of Gen. Marshall.

One must add 
quickly that he is on safe ground 
so far as the situation of the 
present moment is concerned. 
The Taft organization within the 
party is thorough, pervasive and 
powerful.

But Taft as candidate is some- 
thing else again. He is likely to 
suffer from a handicap unlike 
that of Governor Thomas E. Dew- 
ey in 1948 but equally serious. 

Dewey was primarily the choice 
of eastern Republicans with an 
international point of view. When 
he campaigned in the eastern 
states he found candidates for 
state and congressional offices 
who were congenial to him be- 
cause they thought as he did. But 
in the Midwest Dewey was, in 
effect, running against his own 
party and with local candidates 
almost antithetical to what he 
stood for.

One thing deeply troubling Re- 
publicans in the rate and 
internationalist wing is the grow- 
ing recklessness of Senator Joe 
McCarthy of Wisconsin.

And the tragic irony 
is that if it deepens, millions who 
have no strong party ties and 
who long for a chance to put a 
new and responsible administra- 
tion in power may find them- 
selves frustrated once again. 


Two Compromise Choices. 


A way out is possible through 
what would be, in effect, a com- 
promise candidate. At the head 
of the list in this category is, of 
course, General Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower. But others of less mag- 
nitude in personal popularity are 
also talked about. One such is 
Governor Earl Warren of Califor- 
nia, who fits the prescription, 
both as a nominee and candidate, 
in almost eVery way. 
Sometimes, however, it appears 
that events are almost from day 
to day closing the door on any 
such compromise. Senator Taft 
will be 62 years old in September. 
For him as for the party, next 
year will be do-or-die.

It is not a con- 
flict which can be settled by 
organized warfare or by diplo- 
matic agreements. For every 
treaty or agreement which settles 
or purports to settle a mortal 
conflict is essentially a map. 
Every war has a geographical ob- 
jective which is to be defended 
or captured or destroyed. 


Settlements Are Territorial. 


Dynastic wars, religious wars, 
nationalist wars, wars of inde- 
ndence, imperialist wars, all 
ave had to be fought fer and 
settled in terms of territory. 
They have been fought to enlarge 
or to reduce the domain of this 
king or of that one. The great 
religious conflict between the 
Greek and the Latin church, be- 
tween ndom and Islam, 
between Protestantism and Ca- 
tholicism all ended in a division 
of territory. The nationalist wars 
the wars of independence 
have ended in the fixing of na- 
tional frontiers. The imperialist 
wars have ended in the recogni- 


T must have seemed to many a crude oversimplification of the 
problem when they read in the preceding article that the great 
ideological conflict of our age, the contemporary form of the 
wars of religion, could be and should be translated into a contest 


archical system of Europe. The 
Americans stood for freedom and 
they held that the Europeans 
stood for despotism. But these 
convictions became a policy to be 
upheld by diplomacy and by war 
only when they were translated 


into geographical terms — only 
when Monroe declared that we 


meant to defend freedom against 


.| despotism in the Western hemi- 
sphere. 


Our own civil war was not 


fought to abolish slavery but to 


decide whether the South should 
extend the slave economy into 
the Western territories. When 
Wuüson entered the war against 
Germany he proclaimed an ideo- 
logical purpose —that the world 
must be made safe for democracy. 
But it, was not until Mate in the 
war that he lost his way and be- 
gan to say that the world must 
be made democratic. 

A world made safe for the coun- 
tries that were democratic was a 
big objective but it was a realiz- 
able objective. It could be achiev- 
ed by defeating and deterring 
aggression against the particular 
countries that were democratic. 
But a war to make the world 
democratic, to make Germany. 
China, India and all the others 
democracies was, however admir- 
able as an aspiration, a danger- 
ous and an intoxicating illusion 
for a statesman and a war leader 
to entertain and to set before 
his people.

Air power has saved many 
lives, but in Korea it is only one 
of our tools and it can’t do the 
job all by itself.

there as a war correspondent, not 
as a woman. 

Once she and an infantryman 
collided in midair as they dived 
for a ditch at the sound of ap- 
proaching aircraft. The planes, 
she said, turned out to be Ameri- 
ean jets. She and the soldier 
breathed sighs of relief, but he 
recovered quickly. Hell,“ she 
reported him as saying. “I wish 
those jet pilots would stay at 30,- 
000 feet or else get back to the 
officers’ club.”

| LEARNED OF DEALS 
AT YALTA MONTHS 
LATER, SAYS BYRNES 


COLUMBIA, S. C., June 21 (AP) 
— Former Secretary of State 
James F. Byrnes said yesterday 
he did not learn of important 
agreements with Russia at the 
Yalta conference “until months 
after I became secretary.” 


Byrnes commented on testi- 
| mony by Maj. Gen. Patrick J. 
Hurley at the Senate’s MacArthur 
hearings. Hurley assailed both 
the terms and the secrecy of the 
Yalta agreements. 

The Yalta conference was held 
at the Russian town of Yalta in 
February 1945 by President Roose- 
velt, Prime Minister Churehiil, 
and Premier Stalin. In return 
for Russia’s pledge to enter the 
war against Japan, the allies 
promised Russia rights in Chinese 
Manchuria, Dairen and Port Ar- 
thur. 

Byrnes became Secretary of 
State in July 1945, five months 
later, He said he attended part 
of the conference but left before 
these agreements were reached.

What is beauty anyway. The 
Greeks had several words for it, 
and their word is much more 
meaningful than ours.

1. A beautiful body in prime 
physical condition. 

2. Classic features. 

3. Intellectual and moral ex- 
cellence. 


What a beautiful ideal. 

Yet, without a beautiful ideal, 
I doubt that the ordinary girl 
or woman can achieve real beau- 
ty of face. Even those to whom 
nature has given unusual beauty 
of face and form need something 
more than mere physical beauty if 
they are to retain their good looks 
pest childhood.

AY “good morning” to your 

face by giving it a good, clean 

start for the day. The first step 
in the morning care of the skin is 
to rinse the face with cool water. 
This application usually accom- 
plishes a twofold purpose: it pro- 
vides a good, refreshing sensation 
to the skin and it helps to alert 
the sleep-fogged mind. Next, pat 
the tingling skin dry with a soft 
towel. 

Now use your favorite liquid 
cleansing cream or cold cream 
and apply a generous coating over 
the face and neck. Do not remove 
the cream but wash these areas 
with soap. You can work up a 
lather between the palms of your 
hands or you can use your wash- 
cloth. 

The cream and soap will form 


an emulsion as you massage your 
skin. The alkaline of the soap 
will not touch your cream-pro- 
tected skin but the pores will be 
stimulated and will empty them- 
selves of any soot, dust or other 
impurities that may have collect- 
ed during the night. 

After this cleansing, enough oil 
will be left on the skin surface 
that it will be unnecessary to 
apply a foundation cream. As a 
matter of fact, a foundation cream 
should never be used on an oily 
skin. If the skin is extremely dry, 
spread a little light cleansing oil 
over the face and remove any 
excess with tissue or a towel. 

Now look in the mirror. You 
will see a clean, glowing face that 
is ready for the application of 
makeup: 

1. Powder your face, using a 
soft brush or a powder puff, 
whichever your judgment indi- 
cates. 

2. Apply a small amount of 
rouge and blend on proper areas 
of your cheeks. 

3. Apply another film of pow- 
der. 

Powder is the first application 
for protective reasons. It is the 
last application for artistic rea- 
sons. 

Always blend the rouge toward 
the ears, using a circular motion.

seven-spot, Declarer ducked. West 
continued with hearts and now of 
course East had to play his queen. 
South could have straightened out 
matters for the defenders by win- 
ning this trick, but he was not 
that accommodating; he ducked 
again, and from that point on 
successful defense was out of the 
question. East, forced to shift, led 
a diamond, but declarer’s queen 
of course held, and the following 
play knocked out one of West's 
high spades, South had every svit 
under excellent control, and end- 
ed up by losing only two hearts 
and two spades. 


This, of course, is scarcely a 
hand for advanced players, he 
cause they will see at a glance 
that East ruined the defense by 
failing to make the proper play 
at the first trick.

You do not have a su- 
perior position in the game; in 
fact, with both opponents hold- 
ing more cards than you, you are 
in a slightly inferior position de- 
spite the fact that your partner 
has two more cards than they 
have. (Another reason for your 
inferior position is that the oppo- 
nents are going to have a turn 
before your partner can get one.) 
Finally, and most im you 
have only one safe discard—your 
wild card. If partner says, “No,” 
you probably won't be able to go 
out on the next turn, and you may 
have to surrender the pack with 
an unsafe discard. 

Question: The player who draws 
the last card gets a red three. Is 
he compelled to discard? May he 
do so if he wishes? Can he go out 
if he has only one other card in 
his hand? 

Answer: No, and no, and no. It 
is as if he did not get his last 
turn. He puts down the red three, 
but he may neither meld nor dis- 
card, and the deal ends forthwith. 


Fix It Yourself

spray gun to paint the outside of 
your home. | 

For a job like this you need a 
good heavy duty kind of spray 
equipment and this costs money, 
but you can rent it by the day 
from paint and hardware stores. 
Get as much information about 
the equipment from the guy you 
rent it from as possible. Find out 
how to adjust the nozzle of the 
gun, how to take it apart for 
cleaning and how the paint should 
be thinned for best application. 

Using a spray gun correctly is 
sort of tricky work and it’s a good 
idea to do a little practicing be- 
fore you begin your house. 

The nozzle of the gun should 
be held from six to eight inches 
away from the surface of the 
work and the gun itself should 
be held as perpendicular to the 
surface as you can keep it. The 
gun should be moved in a straight 
line across the work. Don’t move 
it in an are because this makes 
the paint goon unevenly, The 
trigger should be pressed after 
you have started moving the gun 
across the surface and should be 
released before the forward mo- 
tion of the gun has stopped. 

This prevents overspraying at 
the ends os each stroke. When 
you come to a corner, stop spray- 
ing about two inches away from 
it. Then, hold the gun so that the 
nozzle points upward and coat the
